[0001] This application is a continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 09/969,478 
filed October 2, 2001 , now U.S. Patent 6,641 ,666 which was a continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent 
Application Serial No. 09/440,367 filed November 15, 1999, now U.S. Patent 6,296,706, both of 
which applications are herein incorporated by reference in their entirety. This application is also 
related to U.S. Patent Applications Serial Nos. 09/439,397 , now abandoned, and 09/440,610, 
now U.S. Patent 6,291,018, each filed on November 15, 1999, which related patent applications 
are also herein incorporated by reference in their entirety. 

Oath/Declaration

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-12, 14-22 are allowed. 

The most closely related prior art does not fairly teach or suggest the claimed invention in this 
application. As detailed in the previous office action, mailed on 1 1/21/2007, the closest prior art 
references are Fukuoka et al. (US 6,238,746) and Takeuchi (JP 61-171527). Fukuoka teaches a method 
of coating a substrate comprising: providing a coating source including a plurality of waterborne color 
components which are free of effect pigments and a dynamic mixing system (Col. 2, lines 28-45; Col. 5, 
lines 1-16), dynamically blending selected color components to form a plurality of coating materials of 
selected color (Col. 2, lines 28-45), and selectively directing a coating material over at least a portion of 
the substrate (Col. 2, lines 46-55). However, Fukuoka fails to teach that, once blended, the coating 
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materials are directed to separate reservoirs. Takeuchi teaches a method of dynamically blending paint 
components through mixers (4, 4', 4") and directing these coating materials to separate reservoirs (7, 7', 
7") in order to prevent sedimentation of pigments in the system (Abst.). However, both Takeuchi and 
Fukuoka fail to fairly teach or suggest that the coating materials are mixed in a "first mixer" and directed, 
from this first mixer, to "a plurality of separate reservoirs" which are connected to the first mixer. This 
limitation, that a single mixer is connected to a plurality of reservoirs, is included in each of the 
independent claims - claims 1, 7, 14, 18, and 21.
